To the Kings moſt Excellent Majeſtic 


"The humble Petition of the Lords and Commons 
aſſembled in Parliament. 


May it pleaſe your MajeStie, 
SLATE Our Majeſties moſt loyall and faithfull 
IN Ke//o Subjects, the Lords and Commons 
We, WARS] in Parliament have duly confidered 
the Meſſage received from Your Ma- 
jeſtie, concerning Your purpoſe of 
oing into Ireland in Yout own Per- 
— (oon, to proſecute the warre there with 
the bodies of your Engliſh Subjects, leavied, tranſported, 
and maintained at their charge, which ou are pleaſed 
to propound to us, not as a matter wherein Vour Majeſtie 
deſires the advice of Your Parliament, but as already 
firmly reſolved on, and forthwith to be put in execution, 
by granting out Commiſſions for the leavying of two 
thouſand foot, & two hundred horſe for a guard for Your 
Perſon when Yeu ſhall come into that Kingdom: where- 
in we cannot chuſe but with all reverence and humility 
to Your Majeſtic, obſcrve that You have declined Your 
great Councell the Parliament, and varied from the uſu- 
all courſe of Your Royall Predeceſſours, That a buſineſſe 
of ſo great importance concerning the peace and ſafety of 
all Your Subjects, and wherin they have a ſpeciall intereſt 
by Your Majeſties promiſe, and by thoſe great ſums 
which they have disburſed, and for which they ſtand in- 
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gaged, ſhould be concluded and undertaken without their 
advice: Whereupon, we hold it our duty to declare, That 
If at this time Your Majcſtic ſhal go into Ireland, You will 
very much eudanger the ſafety of Your Royall Perſon 
and Kingdoms, and of all other Stat.s ocolethag the Pro- 
teſtant Religion in Chriſtendom, and make way to the ex- 
ecution of that cruell and bloudy Deſigne of the Paꝑiſts 
every where to root out and deſtroy the reformed Religi- 
gion, as the Iriſh Papiſts have in a great part already et- 
fected in that Kingdom, and in all likelyhood would 
quickly be atempted in other places, if theiconſideration 
of the ſtrength and union of the two Nations of 
and Scotland did not much hinder and diſc the cxe- 
cution of any ſueh Deligne. And that we may manifeſt to 


Your Majeſtie the danger and miſcry,which ſuch a jour- 


ney and entcrprize would produce, we preſent to Your 
Majeſtie the reaſons of this our humble opinion and 
advice. | 


I Your Royall Perſon will be ſubject, nor onely to 
. > trheeaſnaly of Warte, but to fecret practices and 
eonſpiracies, eſpecially Your Majeſtie continuing Your 
profeſſion to maintain the Protettant Religion in that 
Kingdom, which the Papiſts arc generally bound by their 
vo to extirpate. 

2 It wille eeedingly encourage the Rebels, who doe 


generally profefſe 4 declare, that Your Majeſtie doth 
NE, 1 


vour & allow rhcir proceedings, & that this inſurrecti- 
on was undertaken by the Warram of Your Commiſhon, 
and it will make good their expectation of great ad- 
vantage by Four Majeſties preſence at this time of ſo 
much diſtraction in this on, var , whereby they may 
hope we ſhall be diſabled to ſupply the Warre there, e- 
. - ſpecially

ſpecially there appearing i nece ſſityof Your Majeſties 
| * n. this time, by reaſon of the manifoldſucceſſes 
vhich God hath given againſt. them. 
3. It vill much hinder and impair che meancs where- 
by this war is to be ſupported , and increaſe the charge 
of ic, and in both thele reſpe&s, make it more inſu 
portable to your Subject: and this we can confidently 
afirme,bccauſe many of the Adventurers, who have 
ready ſubſcribed, do upon the knowledge of your Maje- 
ſlies Intention, declare their reſolution , not to pay in 
their money; and others very willing to have ſubſcribed, 
do now profeſſe the contrary, 
4. | Your Majeſties abſence muſt neceſſarily very 
much interrupt the proceedings of Parliament, and 
deprive your Subjects of the benefit of thoſe further 
Acts of Grace, and Juſtice, which we ſhall humbly ex- 
pect from your Majeſty, for the cſtabliſhing of a perfect 
union, and mutuall confidence betwixt Your Majenly 
and Your People, and procuring and confirming the 
proſperity and happineſſe of both. 
5. It will excecdingly increaſe the jealouſies and 
fears of your people, and render their doubts more 
probable, of ſome force intended by ſome evil counſells 
ncer Your Majeſty, in oppoſition of the Parliament, 
and favour of the malignant party of this Kingdom 

6. It will bercave your Parliament of that advan- 
tage, whereby they ert induced to undertake this war, 
upon Your Majeſſies promiſe thatie ſhould be managed 
by their advice; which cannot be done, if Four Majc- 
ſtie contrary to their counſclls hall undertake to order 
and goveru it in Your own Perſon. | 

Upon which and divers other reaſons we have re- 
ſolved, by the full and concurring agreement of both 

= "on Houſes 
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Houſes, that we cannot with diſcharge of our dutie con- 


ſent ro any Leavyes, or railing of Souldiers to be made 


by Your Majeſty for thisgour intended expedition in- 
to Ireland, or to the payment of any Army or Souldiers 
there, but ſuch as ſhall be imployed aud governed ac- 


. cording to our advice and direction; and that if ſuch 


Leavyes ſhalbe made by any Commiſſion of Your Maje- 
ſty (not agreed to by both Houſes of Parliament) we ſhall 
be forced to interpret the ſame to be raiſed to the terrour 
of Your people, and diſturbance of the publike peace, 
and hold our ſelves bound; by the Laws of the King- 
dom, to apply the Authority of Pailiament to ſupptel > 
the ſame. 
And we do further moſt hambly declare, That if 
Your Majeſty thall by ill counſell be perſwaded to go, 
contrary to this advice of Your Parliament (which we 
hope V our Majeſty will not) We do not in that caſe hold 
our ſelvesbound to ſubmit to any Commiſſioners, which 
Your Majeſty ſhall chooſe, but do reſolve to preſerve 
and governe the Kingdom by the counſell and advice of 
Parliament for Your Majeſtie and Your Poſteritie, ac- 
cording to our Allegiance,and the Law of the Land. 
Wherefore we do molt humbly pray, and adviſe Your 
Majeſtic, to delift from this your intended paſſage into 
Ireland, and from all preparation of men and Armes 
tending thereunto, and to leave the managing of that 
war to Your Parliament, according to Your Majeſties 
promiſe made unto us, and Vour Royall Commiſſion 
granted under Vour great Seal of England, by advice of 
both Houſes, in proſecution whereof, by Gods bleſſing, 
we have already made a proſperous entrance by many 
defeats of the Rebels, whereby they are much weakened 
and diſheartened, and have no probable — ſub- 
iſtance,

ſiſtance, if our proceedings ſhall not be interrupted by 
this interpoſition of Your Majcftics Journey, but that 
we may hope upon good grounds, that within afhort 
time, without Hazard of Your Majeſties perſon, and ſo 
much dangerous confuſion to Your Kingdoms (which 
muſt nceds enſue ) if you ſhould proceed in this reſoluti- 
on, we ſhall be enabled fully to vindicate Your Maje- 
ſties right and authority in that Kingdom, and puniſh 
thoſe horrible outragious cruelties, which have been 
committed in the murthering and ſpoiling ſo many of 
your Subjects, and bring that Realm to ſuch a condition 
as may be much for the advantage of your Majeſtic; and 

this Crown, the honour of your government, and con- 

tentment of your people. For the better, and more ſpce- 

dy effecting whereof, we do again renew our humble de- 

ſires of your return to your Parliament; and that 

you will pleaſe to reject all Counſels and apprehen- 

ſions, which may any way derogate from that faithſul- 

neſſe and Allegiance, which in truth and ſinceritie we 

have alwayes born and profeſſed to Your Majeſty, and 

ſhall ever make good to the uttermoſt with our lives and 

fortunes.

bveing ſo much diſappointed of the 
appꝛobation and thanks de looked toz to that De⸗ 
claration ; mee have great cauſe to doubt, whether 
it be in Our power to ſay oꝛ do any thing which 
ſhall not fall within the line interpzetation. But 
as We have in that Meſlage called God to wit- 
neſle the ſincerity of the pzofeſſton of Dur onely 
Ends fo: the undertaking that Journey: ſo we 
mult appeal to all Our good Subjects, and the 
whole would, whether the Keaſons alleadged 
againſt that Journey be of weight to ſatisfie 2 
under⸗ 
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underſtanding, oꝛ the counſell pzefented to diſſwade 
Us from it, be full of that duety as is like to pꝛe⸗ 
vail over Our aflections. rh 

Foꝛ Our reſolving of ſo great a Bulineſſe with- 
out the Advice of Dur Parliament; me mull re- 
member you howoften byOurWeſlages me made 
the ſaine offer, it you ſhould adviſe Us thereunto: 
To which you never gave Us the leaſt anſwer : 
But in your late Declaration told das, That ye 
were not to be'latisfied with wozds : ſo that We 
had reaſon to conceive you rather avoided (out of 
regard to Our perſon ) to give Us counſell to run 
that hazard, then that you diſappzoved the inclina- 
tion. And what greater comfozt oꝛ ſecurity can

That many troups of Yozſe have long lien neer 
Cheſter untranſpoꝛted; That the Loꝛd Lieutenant 
of Ireland, on whom We relied pꝛincipally foꝛ the 
Conduct and managing of Aitairs there, is ſtill 
in this Kingdom, notwithſtanding Our earneſt- 
nelle expꝛeſled that he ſhould repair to His Com⸗ 
mand; And when we conſider the many and great 
ſcandals raiſed upon Our Self by repozt of the 
Rebells, and not ſutitciently diſcountenanced 
here, notwithſtanding ſo many p2ofeſſions of 
Ours; And had ſeen a Book lately pzmted by the 
Oꝛder of the Youſe of Commons, d; A 
Remonſtrance of divers remarkable Paſſages concerning 
the Church and Kingdom of Ircland, Wherein ſome. 
Examinations are ſet down, which (how tmpzc- 
bable o2 impoſſible ſoever) may make an imp2ef- 
ſion in the mindes of many of Our weak Sub⸗ 
jects; And laſſly. when We duely weigh the ditho- 
nour which will perpetually lie upon this King⸗ 
dom, tif full and ſpeedy retief de not diſpatched thi⸗ 


ther, we could, noz cannot think of a better way 
to difcharge Our duety to, God, foz the 
vetence of the true Pꝛoteſtant Pzofeition, oꝛ to ma⸗

Oaths, that none of them ſhould be Papiſts (all 
which appears ſuflicient to deſtroy all grounds of 
jealouſie of any fozce intended by them in oppoſitt- 
on to the Parliament. oꝛ favour to any malignant 
partie) any ſuſpicion ſhould. notwithſtanding be 
grounded upon tt.

Neither can it be underſtood; That when we 
recommended the Managing of that War to you. 
That me intended to exclude Our ſelf, oꝛ not to be 
concerned in your counſels , That it we found 
any expedient (which in Dur conſcience 92 under- 
ſtanding We thought necellary fo2 that great wozk) 
We might not put it in pꝛactice. e look upon you 
as Our great Councell, whole advice ye alwayes 
have and will (wich great regard and deliberati⸗ 
on) weigh and conſder: But We look upon Our 
ſelf, as neither depꝛived of Our underſtanding, oꝛ 
de veſted ol any right we had, it there were no Par⸗ 
liament ſitting. nde called you together by Our own 
Wꝛit and Authoꝛity ( without which you could not 
have met) to give Us faithfull Counſell about 
Our great Affairs: But we reſigned not up Our 
own Intereſt and Freedom. ane never ſubjected 
Our ſelf to vour abſolute determination. We have 
alwayes weighed your Counſels, as pꝛoceeding 
from & Body entruſted by s: * wo 

| ave 
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have dillented from you, We have returned you the 
Keaſons, which have pzevatled with our conſci⸗ 
ence and underſtanding, with that Candoz as a 
Pꝛince ſhould ule towards His Subjects; and 
that Altection, which a father can expelle to 
his chuldꝛen. What application hath been uſed to 
rectifie Our underſtanding by reaſons , oꝛ what 
Motives have been given to perlwade Our Aﬀe- 
ctions, Me leave all the word to judge. And then 
we mult tell you , Howſoever a Majoꝛ part may 
binde you in matter of Opinion, We hold Our 
ſelf and we are ſure the Law, and the Conſtitut ion 
of the Kingdom hath alwayes held the ſame) as 
free: to diſlent (till Our Reaſon be convinced foz 
the generall Good) as it you delivered no Opinion. 

Foꝛ Our Journey it ſelt, The circumſtances of 
your Petition are ſuch, as ne know not well what 
anſwer to return, oꝛ whether We were beſt to give 
any. That part which pꝛetends to carry reaſon with 
it, doth no way ſatis tie Us: The other, which is 
rather repzehenſion and LF advice, can 
not ſtagger s. Our Anſwer theretoꝛe is. That we 
ſhall be very glad to finde the wozk ol Ireland ſo eaſie 
as you ſeem to think it; which did not ſo appear 
by an thing known to us, when we lent Wur 
Dellge And though we will never refuſe ,'o2 be 
unwilling to venture Dur perſon fo: the good and 
ſafetie of Our People; We are not ſo weary of 
Our lite, as to hazard itimpertinently, And there⸗ 
foze ſince you ſeem to have received Advertiſe⸗ 
ments of ſome late and great Succeſſes in that 
Kingdom, We will tay ſome time to lee the event 
of thoſe, and not purſue A 2 Ke 
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have given you a ſecond Notice, But if we nde 
the milerabie Condition of Our pooꝛ Subjects of 

hat Kingdom be not ſpeedily releeved, we will 
(with Gods alliſtauce viüt them with fuccours, as 
Our particular Credit and Intereſt can ſupply Us 
with, ik you rekule to jopn with Us, And we 
doubt not but the Leavies We ſhall make(in which 
We will obſerve punctually the fozmer , and all 
other Cautions,as may belt pꝛevent ail Fears and 
Jealouſies,and to uſe no Power but what is Le- 
gill) will be ſo much to the ſatisfaction of Our 
Subjects, as no perſon will dare pzeſume to refiſt 
Dur Commands; and tf they ſhould, at their perill. 
In the meane time We hope Our tozwardnelle, ſg 
remarkable to that ſervice, ſhall be notozious to 
al the would, and that all ſcandals laid on us in 

that Bulineſle, hall be clearly wiped away. 
We were ſo carefull that Our Journey into 
Ireland ſhould not interrupt the pzoccedings okpar⸗ 
liament, noꝛ depzive Our Subjects of any Acts 
of Jultice, oꝛ further Acts of Gzace, foz the reall 
benefit of Pur People; That We made a Free 
offer of leaving ſuch Power behinde, as ſhould 
not onely be neceſſary koꝛ the Peace and DSafetie 
of the Kingdom; but fully pꝛovide foz the happy 
P2ogrelle of the Parliament, And therefoze ne 
cannot but wonder, ſince ſuch Power yath been 
alwayes left here by Commillion koꝛ the Govern- 
mint of this Kingdom, when Our P2ogenitours 
have been out of the ſame during the ſitting of 
Parkiameuts: and ſitice pour ſelves deſired that 
ſuch a Power might be lelt Here by Us, at Dur 
lat going into Scotland, what Law of the Rad 
gave 
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have you now found to o1lpenſe with pou, fr 
ſubmitting to uch Authozity Legally derived 
from U43 in Our abſence, and io enable you to Go⸗ 
vern chis Bingdem by your own meer Autho- 
ritie: |

given you ſo fall an Anſwer in Our late Declara- 
tion, and in Ant wer to your Petition pꝛetented to 
Us at York the 26 of March laſt, that e know 
not what to adde, ik you will not p2ovide toz 
Our Security with you, no2 agree to remove to 
another Place, where there may not be the ſame 
Danger to Us. We expected that ( ſince de have 
been ſo particular in the Cauſes and Gꝛounds 
of Our Fears) you ſhould have ſent us wozd, 
that you had publiſhed ſuch Declarations againſt 
future Tumults, and unlawkull Allemblies, and 
taken ſuch Courles fox the Suppꝛelling of Sedi⸗ 
tious Sermons and Pamphlets, that Our fears 
of that kinde might be laid aſide, betoze you ſho. ld

To Conclude, We could wiſh that you would 
(with the ſame ftrictnelle and ty ) weigh and 
examine pour Wellages and ns to Us, 


as you do thoſe you receive from s: Foꝛ ne are 
very confident, that it you examine Our Rights 
and Pꝛiviledges, by what Our Pzedeceſlours 
have emoyed; and your own addzeſles, by the 
uſuali Courſes of your Anceſtoꝛs; ye will finde ma- 
ny Expzeſlions in this Petition, warranted onely 
by your own Authoꝛity, which indeed moe foz- 
bear to take notice of, oꝛ to give Aniwer to, leſt 
We ſhould be tempted (in a juſt indignation ) to.
